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DELEGATION MINUTES 1961 


REPORT OF MEETING 
OF 
CARROLL COUNTY EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Carroll County Delegation met at the County 
Home on May 6th. After Commissioner Edgerly said 
grace a delicious lunch was served. The meeting was 
called to order by Chairman Earl Chandler, and 
Howard Avery presented the Extension Service budget 
for 1961. The two men that replaced Ted Breon and 
Auston Fenton both having passed away this past 
year were Joseph Dodge and John Damon. Mrs. Roper 
explained the request for raise for the Home Demon- 
stration Agent as the starting salary had been low, 
the cost of janitor and rent for halls hired was also 
included in the budget. 

Registrar of Probate presented her budget and 
explained the overage that was paid out for counter 
built the previous year and not in the cost the con- 
tractor figured so were extra. 

The Sheriff’s budget was next and questions by 
Chandler, Kurth, Taylor pertaining to mileage, rate of 
pay per day, also the number of Deputies, full and 
part time, these were answered and we proceeded to the 
next item. Chairman Leighton gave an excellent re- 
port on the County as it is, giving the number of cases 
in the Home and Direct Aid, also gave a detailed 
explanation of how the insurance and bonds are 
divided up between different agencies. He also re- 
quested the amount of $1000.00 be placed in the 
budget each year for paint and repairs, as there is no 
surplus. Blake of Madison asked if there has ever been 
a surplus. Answer was the previous delegation had 
voted to take the amount at that time that wes -> »olus, 
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this accounts for the deficit to some degree as the cost 
of the furnace and boiler was in this amount. 

The meeting was adjourned to the TV room for 
Executive session and the budget was taken up item 
by item.

Expenses of Officers, moved by Lamprey, 
seconded by Taylor to delete $1,000.00 from the amount 
and was passed. 

Moved by Lamprey and seconded by Morey 
to delete the Registrar of Deeds budget entirely until 
he presented it in person or a representative in case of 
illness, the motion was carried over protests of some 
members of the delegation. 


Item 4. Delegation expenses, moved by Lamprey 
and seconded by Chandler to delete $200.00 from the 
$500.00, so voted. 


Item 5. Registrar of Probate, accepted. 
Item 6. Court House, accepted. 

Item 7. Jury Payroll, accepted. 

Item 8. State vs. Payroll, accepted. 


Item 9. Counsel fees, accepted. 
Item 10. Court Stenographer, accepted.

Item 12. Sheriff and Deputies, moved by Lamprey 
and seconded by Fox to delete $2,000.00 from the 
amount requested, the motion was carried over protests 
by Davis of Conway and Blake of Madison. 


The County Home was discussed and 
Chandler moved to cut it to $102,650.00, seconded by 
Lamprey. Much discussion ensued, Chandler claiming 
the feed of stock was high, Manager Stokes was called 
in and discussed the problem of help and grain they 
might have wasted. 
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Item 13. County Home. Hill asking if food was pur- 
chased wholesale. Stokes answering that most of it was. 
Opinion voiced by Davis, Chamberlain, March, Blake, 
Fox, Clafflin, and Hill that the food being served is in 
keeping with the excellent care the inmates are receiv- 
ing. The previous motion to cut the budget was carried 
over this protest.

Motion made by Lamprey to carry the loan 
for three years and pay $11,000.00 the first year, 
seconded by Chandler, moved by Hill to pay the full 
amount, Chamberlain moved to pay the debt in four 
years, the original motion passed and the vote to pay in 
three years was carried.

CARROLL COUNTY DELEGATION, 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING 


June 23, 1961 


The Executive Committee met June 23rd, at the 
Court House. Present were Chairman John Thompson, 
Mary Brown, Leslie Chamberlain, Percy Blake and 
Clerk Esther Davis. All three of the Commissioners 
were present. The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Thompson. The County Treasurer requested 
the committee to sign a note for $50,000.00 for a 
temporary loan against taxes. The committee voted 
unanimously to grant his request and the note was 
signed. 

A motion was entertained by the chair to allow the 
Deputy Registrar of Deeds to present the budget for 
the Registrar of Deeds, who was absent because of ill- 
ness, the motion was put to a vote and passed, with 
the Deputy giving an itemized account of the item 
marked miscellaneous in the budget presented at the 
May meeting of the Delegation. 2000 envelopes, 2000 
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statements, rubber cement, erasers and pencils, legal 
paper, legal pad, Scotch tape, paper clips, seals. Also 
included are repairs on typewriters plus labor on all. 
A motion was made by Leslie Chamberlain seconded 
by Mary Brown to accept the budget and passed with 
no dissenting votes. There was some discussion on the 
budget for the County Home being sufficient. The Com- 
missioners went into the costs of operating and the 
matter of the deficit was discussed again. Mary Brown 
asking how it can be called an item in this year’s 
budget. Commissioner Leighton stating that the deficit 
should be paid in full and not over a three-year period. 

The Delegation’s Executive Committee will meet at 
the County Home July 14th. at 12 o’clock for lunch.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING, 
CARROLL COUNTY DELEGATES 


September 9, 1961 


A special meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Delegation was called on September the 9th. at the 
Court House to discuss the purchase of a secondhand 
pasteurizing plant for the County Home. 

Present were Commissioner Leighton, Executive 
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Chairman John Thompson, Leslie Chamberlain, John 
Taylor, Percy Blake, Carroll Hill and Esther Davis, 
Clerk. Mary S. Brown of Sandwich notified the clerk 
that she would be unable to attend because of a pre- 
vious commitment but wished to register her vote as 
being in favor of the purchase if the committee and 
commissioners agreed that it was a good investment. 


The meeting was called to order by the Chairman 
John Thompson and he asked Manager Stokes to 
describe the plant in detail. He proceeded to explain to 
the committee that the plant was in good condition 
and the price was $400.00 not installed, compared to 
a new one installed for $3,500.00. The Farm has a 4-can 
cooler that is in use now which can be used in the 
pasteurizing plant as the final rundown has to be 
cooled to 40 degrees, the Farm using an average of 
60 quarts of milk per day and since the new law went 
into effect in September all milk served on the table 
has to be in individual containers so that the old prac- 
tice of serving milk in pitchers on the table has had to 
be discontinued. Mr. Stokes feels that it will be quite 
a time and work saver to have it in the cartons after it 
is pasteurized and ready to serve. 

Another was that will be a help to them is that the 
herd will be cut down in size. Question from Taylor as 
to how much can the herd be cut. Stokes answered 
about half. Question by Hill as to how many head there 
are now and Stokes answered 30 head. Blake asked 
how much will it cost to set it up. Stokes and Leighton 
answered that a $1,000.00 is a good estimate as far as 
they can find out. 


Hill suggested that the plant be purchased and 
enough stock be sold to cover the cost of installing it. 


Taylor moved, seconded by Blake that the Commis- 
sioners and Stokes go to the Milk Board and any other 
department to check on the laws pertaining to this and 
find out if it will be O.K.’ed by the State before pur- 
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chasing it. 

Hill moved that the Commissioners be allowed to 
spend up to $1,000.00 out of current income over and 
above the regular budget. Blake moved to amend the 
motion to read as follows, this expenditure is authorized 
with the understanding that the milk herd will be cut 
down and sold off to reduced to the actual milk require- 
ments of the Farm itself. Hill accepted the amendment 
and Taylor seconded the motion. 

Chair called for the vote and there were 56 votes in 
the affirmative, one abstaining, vote for Brown by 
proxy. 

Blake moved to adjourn, seconded by Taylor and the 
meeting adjourned.

The cost of a secondhand plant was taken 
under consideration and a suggestion was made by 
Davis of Conway to try to buy 2 new riant if possible 
as the upkeep on used ov« rrent deal. 
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A motion was made by Taylor to have the Commis- 
sioners look into this and get the prices and bring them 
to the next meeting for the Executive Committee to 
consider. 
A motion was made by Hill to adjourn and the meet- 
ing was brought to a close.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Things were quiet in Carroll County during 1961. 
What with renovations completed at the Court House, 
and everybody warm and comfortable with the newly 
installed heating plant at the Home, headaches were at 
amimimum all around. 

Department heads at the Court House were happy 
with their new office locations, and people coming to 
the building to do business found adequate quarters 
with plenty of room. Many of them expressed satisfac- 
tion at the new arrangement. Especially happy were 
those who had occasion to use the spacious fireproof 
vault of the Registrar of Deeds. 

Oil heat proved not more costly than coal, and the 
Court House was so much cleaner. 

It is planned to do a bit of landscaping of the Court 
House under supervision of the Carroll County Exten- 
sion Service. 

Hospital space at the Home was enlarged. It now 
occupies all of the sleeping rooms on the second floor 
of the main house. Another Nurses’ Station has been 
set up in the main hall, and what was a soiled linen 
room is now a consultation room for the County 
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Physician. A metal clothes chute takes care of the 
soiled linen. 

Changing of the county herd from milk-producing to 
dual-purpose is contemplated. — 

A system of Selective Forest Care is already under 
way. 

One thing especially pleasing to the Commissioners 
was the fact that many more people visited the Court 
House and the Home to familiarize themselves with 
county doings, this is a healthy situation in any 
county.

Physical improvements have been made in the build- 
ing and these contribute to the improvement of patient 
care.
